Steady Rise In Sewer Construction Costs Stressed At Meeting 


TMK East Stroudsburg wwsr 
project could have been con­ 
structed In 1951 for 25 percent 
less than its cost today, those 
attending the public meeting 
sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters were told last 
night. 
The meeting, held at the J. 
M. HUI Junior High School, 
heard Ru<«e|j Kluck, of the 
alate Dept, of Engineers, say 
that lf the sewer had been 
constructed when the Munici­ 
pal Authority was created, the 
cost would have been much 
cheaper than that passed by 
the Borough Council Tuesday 
night.

speakers at last night's m eet­ 
ing which, considering th* in­ 
terest the sewer question ha* 
engendered In th* community, 
was poorly attended. 
There 
were only about 50 persons at 
the meeting. 
Marcia Clapp DeRocco. presi­ 
dent of the League of Women 
Voters, conducted the meeting. 
She introduced the four speak­ 
ers, and also read the questions 
submitted at the end of the 
talks. 
The first speaker was Dr. 
Frederick Jones, chairman of 
the authority, who traced th# 


history of the unit from Its In­ 
ception June 5, 1951, until th* 
present. 


Dr. Jones said had the 
•ewer been built In IHS*, 
the estimated cost then 
would 
have been 
about 
*650,000. 


If past. Inflationary trends 
continue, he Indicated, the cost 
of building a sewer system will 
be higher in the years to come 
than they are at present. 
The next speaker w as George 
Livingstone, of the state Board 
of Sanitation, who said the 
body became Interested in the 
sewer project when plans for

new 
Junior-senior 
high 
school were submitted. At that 
time, he ssid. it was shown 
that a cesspool type disposal 
plant, with a tile field, had 
been asked for originally. This 
had been turned down as a 
permanent measure, he said, 
and was approved for tem p­ 
orary use. 
A disposal plant, estimated 
to cost between $40,000 and 
$60,000 was then ordered put 
into the plans, he said. 
However, It was pointed out 
at that time that if the bor­ 
ough should construct a dis­ 
posal 
plant, 
the 
temporary 


resspool-tile field plan would 
he allowed lo be constructed 
until such time as the bor­ 
ough system was in operation. 
Speaking later. Carl T. Se­ 
cor. supervising 
principal of 
the schools, said the tile field 
and the running of a line to 
Elizabeth St. to hook on later 
lo- the sewer, coat the district 
$11,800. far below 
the esti­ 
mated $40-60.000. 
Livingstone then said that 
about 30 percent of the bor­ 
ough is presently not develop­ 
ed. 
If a home is built on any 
of this grounds, he said, pend­ 
ing legislation may make It 
impossible for th# construction 


of a sewer system within th* 
boundary' of the lot. The pro­ 
posed laws, he said. would re­ 
quire drainage areas far in 
excess of what the average lot 
could accommodate

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower flew away Thursday 
night on a momentous, unpre­ 
cedented Journey to carry lo three 
continents a message that Amer­ 
ica's great desire is for a dis­ 
armed world living in peace and 
friendship and freedom. 
With an affectionate farewell 
from Mrs. Eisenhower, the chief 
executive boarded a sleek Jet air­ 
liner that roared off into the star­ 
ry darkness toward Europe. 
It was less than an hour after 
Eisenhower had gone on radio and 
television from the White House 
with a farewell speech, to tell the 
American people and peoples ev­ 
erywhere the purpose of his 22,- 
OOfcmile trip to l l countries. 
Deep Desire 
“In every country," he said, "I 
hope to make widely known Amer­ 
ica’s deepostdosirc—a world in 
which all nations may prosper in 
freedom, justice, and peace, un­ 
molested and unafraid.” 
In the spirit of the Christmas 
season, it was what the President 
termed a "mission of peace and 
good will.”

Closing Tax Loopholes 


This is the time of year—as Dec. 31 
nears_w hen business columnists and 
publications start pouring out advice on 
how to use legal loopholes to reduce 
what would be owed I neb* Sam in b ed- 
eral income taxes. 
Example: If you’re a business­ 
man and it is at all possible, give 
your own merchandise to charity 
instead of cash. 
You can deduct the full selling price 
of the item given, thus getting tax 
credit, too, for what would have l>een 
your profit. 
In many instances, this 
would work out so the cost to the tax ­ 
payer of the chantable gift of m erchan­ 
dise would be practically nil. 
Uncle 
Sam would be the loser. 
All this, of course, is strictly legal. 
And, with tax rates as high as they 
ara, the use of every legal loophole to 
reduce income tax payments is to be 
recommended. 
The 
Government, 
in 
fact, so urges. 
But the point is that millions of 
American taxpayers, 
practically 
the 


bulk of those on wages and salaries, 
aren't eligible to use many of the legal 
loopholes, 
These loopholes, in fact, give us a tax 
system today under which i>eoplc with 
essentially the same incomes often pay 
substantially different amounts of tax. 
The first stab at trying to reform the 
inequitable Federal income tax system 
which has grown up helter-skelter over 
the past four decades came when the 
House Ways 
and 
Means Committee 
opened hearings on basic revision of 
our tax laws. 


These hearings and any "close 
the loophole** m o s e s developing 
from them merit the full support of 
millions of average taxpayers. 


If enough of these loopholes can l>e 
closed billions of added tax revenue will 
be produced to allow a program of reg­ 
ular retirement of the Federal debt or 
a lowering of income tax rates for all 
of us— possibly both.

Rate Of Growth 


Just as a dread** ago. Artier 
loans belie', od that we possess 
rd a quality referred to blat 
a n t I y as 
“know * how” 
which 
other 
nations d I d 
n o t possess. 
so today we 
g r o w j>essi- 
m istle over a 
phrase “rate 
of growth.** 
The power 
of phrases to confuse men’s 
minds is very potent indeed. 
lf is almost paralytic. It makes 
some of us despondent 
be­ 
cause we avsume that w«*are 
no longer as good as we used 
to be. 
When we believed that we 
possessed 
the 
extraordinary 
q vial tty, knowhow, which oth­ 
ers did possess, we were suf­ 
fering 
from 
an 
inxecusable 
egotism. 
Actually, 
there 
la 
no 
monopoly of brains. Intel­ 
ligence is individual not 
collective. 
There 
la 
no 
American Intelligence or 
British intelligence or Rus­ 
sian intellgence. 


There was the intelligent 
of Thomas Edison, of Albert 
Einstein, of Gugliemo Marconi, 
of Dmitri Mendeleyev, of Sig­ 
mund Freud, of Ludwig van 
Beethoven. And so one goes 
through names, lists of names 
In every category of intellec­ 
tual activity. The names rep­ 
resent 
persons, 
not 
commit 
tees; men or women, not na­ 
tions. 
The most that can be said 
about any nation is that with­ 
in its geographic confines, con­ 
ditions obtained which made it 
possible for genius to expos* 
itself and blossom. 
In the United States, sinre 
the Civil War, mechanical in­ 
ventiveness and mass produc­ 
tion developed more rapidly 
than In many other countries 
but not more rapidly than in 
Germany or Japan. 
During much of that period, 
Russia remained a primitive 
agricultural country with a 
small but negligible volume of 
industrial productivity. Indeed, 
the greatest degree of Russian 
productivity in those remote 
days was in Russian Poland 
and the Ukraine. 
Warsaw, 
Lodz. 
Bialystok. 
Kiev, Odessa were cities of 
small 
manufactures. 
There 
were others. The largest iron 
works was in Petrog>ad but 
there was no modern steel 
plant anywhere. On the other 
hand, 
small 
Czechoslovakia 
possessed one of the greatest 
steel 
units 
in 
Europe, 
the 
Skoda Works. 
It is therefore true that the 
Soviet rate of growth since 
1917 has been swifter than 
ours. If they did anything at 
all, perccntage-w ixc, it cauld 
be a thousand per cent im- 
prov emenl. 
When the base is zero, every 
move upward is rapid growth. 
For instance, we can, if there 
are no strikes, produce about 
140,OCK),(XKJ tons of steel a year. 
The probability is that we do 
not 
need 
to produce much 
more that that for our own 
use, no matter how prosperous 
we may be. 
In fact, other metals ate be­ 
ing used* as substitutes for 
steel, for instance, aluminum. 
This represents no loss in the 
national economy or in the 
quality of the goods produced. 
Soviet Russia now produces 
about 60.000,000 tons of steel. 
But 
Russia's 
development 
from a primitive economy to a 
20th century industrial base 
for 200,000,000 people requires 
more steel than that. There­ 
fore Russia, to be a modern 
nation, 
must 
have 
a 
more 
rapid growth than we have. 
A baby grows more rapidly 
than a man does. A new in­ 
dustrial system must grow fas­ 
ter than a well-established one. 
The rate of growth is a fal­ 
lacious figure. If one wants to 
note 
the 
swiftest 
rate 
of 
growth 
among 
nations, 
ha 
should look at Japan from 
1868 to 1914 
that is from 
the Meiji Revolution to World 
W ar L 


When 
Commodore 
Perry 
opened Japan to world trade In 
1853, Japan had a primitive 
island 
economy, 
based 
on 
household production. By 1914, 
Japan was one of the five prin­ 
cipal powers on Earth based on 
an economy second only to 
Great Britain and third in all 
the world. The rate of growth 
in Japan 
exceeded 
that of 
Great Britain where the Indus­ 
trial Revolution and modern 
capitalism got their start. 


Unfortunately, in main­ 
tain its position. Japan had 
to conquer China. This in- 
solved Japan on the wrong 
side 
disastrously 
during 
World War II. 


A« it Is, the gm** national 
product of the United States la 
about twice that of Soviet Rus­ 
sia. Khrushchev Is more mod­ 
est 
than 
those 
unrealistic 
Americans who are frightened 
by the progress of any other 
nation. Khrushchev says that 
Russia will pass the United 
States; he does not claim that 
this has already happened. 
Khrushchev once said of the 
capitalists: '‘If there were a 
God and He could act. He 
would take a good broom and 
•weep vou out." It was a peas­ 
ant's campaign argument. Per­ 
haps the best answer Is that 
as there is a God. He knows 
what to do about his errant 
children.

Behind Hungary's Rebellion 


By J. M. Roberta 
(AP News Analyst) 
WELL, it now develops that 
Communist mistakes, not cap­ 
italist 
subversion, 
permitted 
development of the 1956 revolt 
in Hungary. 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khru­ 
shchev himself says the puppet 
rulers 
had 
undermined 
the 
party'* 
directing 
role 
and 
weakened the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. 
That situation enabled th* 
rebellion 
to “cause 
disturb­ 
ances in the country.” Khrush­ 
chev says. 
Khrushchev la referring 
to the split in the Com­ 
munist party throughout 
the world which occurred 
when he denounced t h e 
Stalinist cult. 
His reference to it al this 
time leads one to wonder just 
how much that split still af­ 
fects Communist affairs, and 
whether it has any influence 
on Khrushchev'* efforts to re­ 
lax world tensions. 
One 
thing 
that 
becomes 
more 
and 
more 
obvious 
Is 
Moscow's Inability to direct or 
control Peiping policy, which 
is to stir up disputes Just when 
the Soviet Union is advocating 
peaceful coexistence. Has com­ 
munism become so divided that 
it must seek time for recuper­ 
ation? 
The big mistake in Central 
Euroi>e, of course, was Khru­ 
shchev’s underestimate of the 
strength of the people’s desire 
for liberty. 


His suggestion that t h e r e 
could be decentralization of 
control, with different people* 
permitted to approach com­ 
munism In their own way. sot 
the spark. In Poland and Hun­ 
gary the people very nearly 
ran away with the whole ap­ 
plecart. It took th# Red army 
to stop it in Hungary, and 
some permanent gains were 
made in Poland. 
This was right down the al­ 
ley of Yugoslavia's Marshal 
Tito, who had obtained self- 
determination for his country 
anon after the war. Tito claim­ 
ed some of the credit for the 
Polish and Hungarian develop­ 
ments. This brought strenuous 
efforts by Khrushchev to re­ 
move Tito as an active com­ 
petitor through appeasement. 
With Khrushchev mon in the 
saddle, the Hungarian Com­ 
munists Immediately began a 
purge which continues to this 
day. 
In China. Mao Tse-tung ex­ 
perimented briefly with the 
idea that communism s garden 
could be improved by many 
different kinds of flowers. He 
soon 
f o u n d , 
too, that it 
wouldn't work. 
Both these leaders, there­ 
fore, have discovered that com­ 
munism. by the nature of its 
regimentation, must be sup­ 
ported by Iron discipline if Its 
subjects are to be kept in lne. 
The love of freedom, not im­ 
perialist capitalist subversion, 
is the great enemy of com­ 
munism.

Cones To Burn In Color

You can 
treat your own c o n e s by using 
chemicals purchased from j o u r ; 
local druggist 
For colors use barium nitrate 
tbluef. or copper sulfate; stron­ 
tium nitrate (red! or calcium 
nitrate; copper chloric* (orange! 1 
and 
potassium 
permanganate 
(purple). 
Dissolve one (round of the 
chemicals m r fraction) In one 
gallon of water. Dip* a bag of 
cones Into the solution for 13 
minutes, allow' to dry overnight. 
Bt sure to wear rubber gloves 
ainee tha chemicals may be ir­ 
ritating. 
Incidentally, don't forget to 
make yourself a table derotation 
for tha holiday season. T h e s e 
don't have to be too fancy and 
almost any type of evergreen 
can be used. For a ha>.e use 
aoma of the florist's styrofoam 
Into which the sprigs can be ln- 
atrted. 
Or you can use a low bowl to 
hold the evergreen. 
Brighten 
the greenery with some colorful 
berries, a few pint cones (wire 
to twigs) or you ran use a few 
frtah flowtra In among 
t h e 
tvergreen foliage. Don't make 
th* tabla decoration too tall. . . 
you havt to look over them 
whan aaa!ad. 
Chances ara the evergreens In 
your foundation planting need 
toms pruning an now* a good 


time to do the Job so you can 
use the clippings in the table 
decoration. Pine, cedar, fir, juni­ 
per, yew% and arborvltes ate all 
good. 
Pine, especially white and red 
pine, ara good for both indoor 
and outdftor lisp because they 
keep their needles long. Balsam 
Is 
another 
good 
keeper 
and 
fragrant. Scotch pine Works In 
nicely. Needles of hemlock and 
spruce drop soon after being 
brought 
Indoors, though both 
arc good for outdoor work. 
For 
trimmings 
you 
might 
want 
to resut 
to the 
teasel 
burrs, 
milkweed 
pods, 
bitter­ 
sweet berries, etc. you gathered 
a few weeks ago. Don’t hesitate J 
to use your own imagination; 
when making centerpieces, table' 
decorations or wreaths. 


House plant pests: Now's a 
fine time to take a look at the 
soil of your house plants. Tiny, 
fast moving Insert! mean an In­ 
active 
worms 
about 
one-half 
inch long. These feed on the 
roots, causlhg dwarfing, yellow­ 
ing of leaves. 
Dust the surface with DDT 
or chlordane, and waler In well. 
Fungus gnats are slender, leg­ 
less maggots which hatch from 
eggs laid In the aoli by black 
flies 
you 
often 
see 
buzzing 
around your plants. 
Control: Spray 
plants with 
DDT to kill the files. Also dust 
th# soil with DDT or chlordane 
to kill eggs and maggots. Fun­ 
gus gnats are not harmful un­ 
less present In large numbers.

Holiday candles are a lot of 
fun th make. Besides the square 
type* you can make the Santa 
Claus candle, the star s ilte d 
types, tall green ones as well 
a 
the 
Christmas-tree shaped 
candle. For the square candle 
the empty paper carton which 
milk comes in makes an ideal i 
contained. 
You cut the top off. Tie end 
of wick around pencil, 
tnehlay 
of wick around pencil, then ’ay 
the pencil across the container 
top so wick drops down through 
the center. Then punch a small 
hole in the container bottom to 
draw wick through and Ax the 
end to bottom. 
Melt ordinary paraffin in a 
double boiler, stir in red cray­ 
ons for color.
